menced Batchelor in Divinity, and 
in the Year 1624. he made Solemn 
Vows in Writing ( found ſince his 
Death, in his Study) to this ctieCt; 
Never to take upon him any higher 
Degree than what he already had, 
to yield up his Fellowſhip, and ne- 
ver to have any Commodity of it at- 
ter December the ſame Year; to leave 
the Colledge and Univerſity by ſuch 
a time, never to give Money diretly 
or indireitly for any Benefice, never 
to have two Benefices at once,never 
to be properly a Non-reſident, that 
is (as his words were ) to abſent 
himſelf from his proper Cure, and 
Live Ordinarily elſe- where upon

yiclied up his Fellowſhip, and let 
the Tolledge, being not then pro- 
vided ot any place of Employment

He 104 rae was firſt bound to go 
ty 114 wn Country, Tork-ſhire, and 


having been Tutor to a Grand-child 
of Tobit Matthews, then Arch-Biſhop 
of Tork, he found Entertainment 
with him, till he was recommended 
by him as an Aſliſtant to Mr. Alex. 
Cook, Viear of Leeds, who was grown 
Aged, and not able to Preach twice 
a day 3 Mr. C-ok having made tryal 
of Mr. Garbztt's Abilities, found him 
every way to his liking, and told 
him, if he would be content with 
Fifty pounds per A, he might 
come to his Aſſiſtance 3 to whom Mr. 
Garbutt Replyed, it 1s cnovgh : He 
came to Leeds about the beginning 
of 1625, where till nicar the time of 
his Marriage he was Entertained by 
Mr. John Harriſon, a Perſon + 
| IC 
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Rich in good Works. The Matter 
of his Preaching (as alſo of his Con- 
verſation) was very Pious and {trict. 
The Manner of his Preaching at his 
firſt coming was too Academical for 
the Community of his Auditors, 
whereupon divers of them Requeſt- 
ed himto Preach in the Method they 
had been uſed to, and conceived 
might be moſt Uſeful ; namely, by 
Dodrine, Reaſon, and Uſe ; to which 
he readily condeſcended , as aim- 
ing at their Profiting more than his 
own Praiſe : He was Obſerved to be 
very 6+ 14, Rem in his Diet, and 
ſparing 1h.his Recreation 3 he was a 
hard Student, early and late at it,

where the Bible was the Centre of : 


his Library, out of which his Ser- 
mons were well Studied, and Penn'd 
almoſt Verbatim: before he Offered 
them. in the Pulpit. At one time, 
upon an Apprehenſion that his Mi- 
niſtry was ſlighted, and likewiſe un- 
ſucceſsful, and that he did no good 

among

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among them, he reſolved to leave 
them, and go Preach elle-where z 
upon which ſome of the meaner and 
poorer forffeame to him, and one 
of them ſpoke thele words to him : 
It you will indeed go, I will give 
you one word, which is this; IF 
you have been an Inſtrument to be- 
gin any good Work of Grace in the 
Heart of any one of the Congrega- 
tion, and that one Soul miſcarry 
through your departure, the blood 
of that Soul God will require at your 
Hands, I charge you therefore not 
to go : Whereupon he reſolved to 
ſtay till his dying day, and after 
this the Fruit of his Miniſtry appear- 
ed to him more and more. The 
year before his Death he ſaid to ſome 


_ that he doubted his Miniſtry had not 


that effe& he would have it, and he 
feared the cauſe was becanſe ſome 
paid towards his maintenance by 
way of Collection for him ; I am re- 
ſolved therefore I will not have a

depend upon God, tor I know that 
thoſe that get good by my pains will 
not ſce me want Necetlaries; and 
tor the ret that get no good, I will 
have none of their Momes : For the 
manner of his Delivery, he was pain- 
ful mit, his Matter came from him 


vith much Gravity, Earneſtnels, 
| _Serioulnels, and Weightineſs of Spi- 


rit (as ſome yet ahve can Witnels, 
who retain the favour of his good 
Doctrine) for with the vehemency 
of {ctting on his mattcr, he at length 
broke a Vein within his Breaſt, and 
ſpitted Blood in ſuch abundance, 
that it brought him to a haſty Con- 
ſumption ; he being in this conditt- 
on, was adviſed by his Phyſitians 
not to come into the 2ulpit any 
more, yet again venturing { remem- 
bring that a Miniſter ſhould die 
Preaching) it ſet him on freſh a bleed-

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Death he did in the Prefence of dt- 
vers with thanktulneſs to God, ac- 
knowledge the ſweet Refreſhment 
which he received trom Gods bear- 
ing Witneſs to his Induſtry, and to 
lis Fidelity, in that to the beſt of 
his Knowledge and Judgment he had 
never delivered any thing but the 
Councel of God.

An1 thus by the Dependance, you ſee 
partly the Meaning of the Text; you fee 
who this Handmaid is, Hannah; who ſhe 
ſpeaks to, Eli the Prieſt ; and what it is 
ſhe would not be accounted by him, under 
the phraſe of a Daughter of Belial ; ſc. not 
accounted a Drunkard by him : a Drunk- 
ard were a ſon or daughter of Belial in- 
deed. |

But what is this, to be a ſon or daugbrer of 
ZBelial ? 

In few and plain words, to be a very 
Child of the Devil, to be ſo wicked, that 
one may ſeem to be begotten of no other 

than of the very wicked one: 
= Core 6.15* 1phat concord hath C hrift with 
Belial ? ſc. the Devil, A Son or Daughter 
of Belial therefore in Scripture-phraſe, is 
one egregiouſly , notoriouſly, diabolically 
naught ; ſo naught as he may ſeem to bea 
very Child of the Devil, ſpit out of hi; ve- 
ry mouth as 'twere, bred of his very Spawn, 
begot of his very Seed, carrying the very 
Image and Picture of the Father in the Face 
as 'twere, becauſe as the Father is, ſo is he : 
the Father wicked, egregiouſly wicked, fo 
the Child wicked, egregiouſly wicked, Thus 
a Son of helial is uſed 1 Sam, 2.12.ch, 10, 
27. and 25 17. and Frag. 19. 22, 


Now for the Obſervations : 

In that Godly Hannah counts that thing, 
ſe. Drunkenneſs, ſuch a groſs and grievous 
Sin, that it is enough to denote and call one 
a Daughter of Belial, a very Child of the 
Devil, which the World (if it countit a Sin 
at all) counts it but a very venial fin, a 
very pardonable ſin, a very very Peccadil!o, 


a Sin juſt and no more ; obſerve hence, 
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That the Fudzement of the Saint, andthe 
Fudgement of the World, the Fudgement of 
the Godly Religions Fleart, and the Fudre- 
ment of the Prophane heart, there is a great 
deal of difference between them in the mat- 
ter of Judging about Good and Evil, Ver= 
tyue and Vice, 

That which the one accounts a very very 
little Sin, if a finatall, the other may count 
(as having a little better Eyes in his head 
than the bleer. eyed World ) a very groſs, 
a very- grievous, a very hainous Sin, a fin 
enough to make one a very Son or Daugh- 
ter of Belial. So Adultery, a fin which I 
doubt the Wozld accounts no ſuch great 
ſin; yet Foſephs Godly heart, what a great 
ſin' made he of it ! Zfow can I commit this 
freat wickedneſs, and ſin againſt God ? SO 
ſingle Fornication, a fin much more made 
nothing of in the world, yet how does the 
Apoſtle Panls Godly heart aggravate and 
ſet it forth for a molt grievous Sin? being 
highly injurious to our own Body, to a 
Member of Chriſt, to a Temple of the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, +c. So Covetouſneſs, meer and 
bare and ſingle Covetouſneſs, ſo it be not 
attended with Injuſtice, &c. not ſo much as 
taken notice of to be a Sin in the world ; 
and yet what a great ſin the ſame Apoſtles 
godly Heart took it for, you may o_

by this, in that he can ſcarce mention'it with- 
out ſetting this upon the head of it ; Cove- 
rouſneſs which ws Idolatry. So contentious 
Wrangling and going to Law one with ano- 
thcr, and not rather (if poſſible) labouring 
to end things by friendly Arbitration of ho- 
neit men, that the world takes this for no 
ſin, full Terms and crouded Counts ſhew : 
and yet what a ſcandalous and ungodly thing 
the :\poſtles godly Heart took this kind of 
Lawing for, you may know by his earneſt 
reaſoning againſt it for almolt half a Chap- 
ter together, and then concluding thus ; 
Now therefore there us utterly a fault, &c, 
Neither can any man ſay, that he ſpake 
onely againſt the Chriſtians contentious 
Lawing before unjuſt and unbelieving 
Judges, for that is but onely a Circum- 
{tance aggravating their Law and wrang- 
ling, not the whole thing condemned by 
him, as appears verſ. 6,7. So Swearing, 
vain ordinary ſwearing, what ;Fault is it 
counted? And yet if the Apoſtle Fames his 
godly Heart had not taken it for a great ſin, 
would he in ſuch itrange preciſe manner 
have forbid it ? But above all things, my 
Brethren, ſwear not, &c, $0 Eccleſraſti- 
ca, (though no inſpired man, yet no doubt 
an holy man,) what a great matter does his 


holy heart make of it, Chap, 23. 9, wm 
an

and 27.14. Soa little Pride of Heart, to 
be lifted up for any thing that we have, 
above what is meet, and to proceed per- 
haps to ſome outward Act expreſling it, 
who counts of it as any great ſin, or matter 
much-to be repented of ? Yet whata great 
fin Davids godly Heart when it awakened 
and came to it ſelf, made of it, youmay 
know by his Confeſſion, and ſetting theſe 
two upon the head of.it,/ have 
ſinned greatly, I have done © 
very fooliſhly. An ordinary Heart would not 
have found any ſuch great fin in alittle Num- 
bering the People, out of a little Pride and. 
Conceitedneſs of heart for the Greatneſs of 
their Number ; but Davids godly Heart 
thinks otherwiſe. So what a great Sin did: 
the Apoltle Paul think Bribery and Cor- 
ruption to-be, who rather than bribe Felrx 
| to- procure Liberty to preach the Goſpel, 
(for it cannot be ſaid, it was becauſe he was 
| not able; for had he been but willing, the 
Chriſtians no doubt, (ſayes Calvin) would 
have made a Purſe for him, and found him 
Money,) he would lie two full years in Pri- 
ſon to the prejudice of the Goſpel: And 
yet what great fin is Bribery and Corrupti- 
on made now adayes, though not to pro- 
cure Liberty to preach the Goſpel, ( that 
they may do Gratz if they will,)but more

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baſely to procure the Means and Mainte- 
nance of the Goſpel. So what a great (in 
did Anſtin make that which ordinarily 
would be counted but a Boyes Trick; /c, 
Robbing of an Orchard, onely out of an hu- 
mour and to do anill turn, not ſo much tor 
; any love to the Fruit, for-if a 
It. bit enter into his mouth, the 
5-4; or4;, Prettineſs of the Prank gave the 
talte and rciiſh to it: Auſtins 
Confeſſ. 2, 4 &c. Thibs for Scripture- 
proof of the Point, grgat difference there is 
between the Judgement of the Saint and 
of the Worldling, and the Reaſon hereof (if 

we would know) may be double. 

Firſt, Becauſe the me:r Worldling or 
Unregenerate man ſees not Sin and Vice in 
its own proper Colour, and true Native- 
neſs of it, but onely inthe Picture and Re- 
preſentation of it as *twere, and therefore 
cannot know and acknowledoe the true 
Uglineſs and Loathſomneſs of it, ſoas he 
who ſees it in the own proper Colour and 
true Nativeneſs of it: As . that ſees the 
Picture of a Toad, cannot Know and con- 
ceit the uglineſs of that Creature ſo as he 
that ſees the living thing crawling before 
his eyes. No marvel therefore if inthis re: 
gard the Judgement of a Saint for a Sin 


and the true vglineſs thereof, be far nw 
wie

wiſe from the Judgement of a Worldling, 
becauſe the one hath enlightened Eyes to 
ſee the Sin in ſome ſort in the own proper, 
Colour and true Nativeneſs of it, the other 
| glimmers but upon the Picture, 
'Whereof ye are now aſhamed. 
Now that ye have cnlightened Eyes to ſee 
the filrhineſs of them in the own proper Co- 
lour, now aſhamed of them. 

Secondly, The meer Worldling or un- 
regenerate man, that which he ſecs of the 
Filtnineſs of Sin, he barely Tees it, but he 
hath not within him an Antipathy and ſpi- 
rit of Hatred and Enmity againit the Sin, 
but the Saint hath this Antipathy alſo, a 
ſpirit of Hatred within him againſt the Sin, 
and therefore thereby knowes more of the 
filthineſs, true filthineſs of Sin: As he 
knoawes more of the uglineſs and filthineſs 
of the forenamed Creature that hath a 
ring Antipathy or ſpirit of hatred a- 
gainſt her, ar he ( if you.can ſuppoſe

any ſach ) thyat hath no natural Antipa- 
thy, or riſing hatred againſt that Crea- 
ture, In Morals nothing helps Judgement 
morethan Aﬀection ; Love and Sympathy 
will make a man ſee far into the Beauty 
and Amiableneſs of a thing truely amiable, 
and Hatred and Antipathy will likewiſe 
make a man fee ſw into the contrary Hate- 

fulneſs

fulncſs ani Loathſomneſs of a thing truely 
hatcfull: Nothing ſo amiable as Vertue, 
and there is nothing can ſee ſo far into this 
' Amiableneſs of Vertue, as the true Love 
of Vertue; and nothing ſo hatefull as Vice, 
and nothing there is that can ſee ſo far into 
this hatefulneſs of Vice, as the true Hatrel 
of Vice. 

Uſe r. Is there ſuch a broad difference 
often times between the Judgement of the 
Saint and the Judgement of the World in 
the matter of Good and Evil, Vertue and 
Vice, then, Firſt, for Caution, bewarc how 
the Courſe and Practice of the world pre- 
ſcribe too much upon us in the matter of 
what is to be done or left undone : The 
Courſe and Practice of the World even 
going in Crowds and Droves together, is 
but an il] Ground to bear our ſelves upon; 
nay, rather, Argumentum peſſimum T urba: 

it is an Argument the thing 

Nom tam bene is worſe, when all are for it, 
cum rebi4 bu" The belt things do not pleaſe 
wm” 9s pluri! ” the moſt People: there 15 not 
flaceant. Sen, ſuch an Happineſs allotted 
to Humane matters; There- 

fore, beware how the Courſe and Practice 
of the World preſcribe too much upon us: 
For why ? the world practiſcth as it judg- 
cth, and the world judgeth according » 
the 
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the Power and Principle of Judging that is 
in it ; but what other Power or Principle 
in it hath the world to judge 
by, but that which is called rhe 
Spirit of the world? Now the Spirit of the 
World is but an unfit thing to judge of the 
things of God by : what can-blind men judge 
of Colours ? but the world for many things 
of God is ſtark blind; and for other things 
very ſanded at lealt, and but a. mcer porer. 
Now who would be any whit embo'den- 
ed to goe fuch a way becauſe he ſees a 
Multitude of Blind men, or 

extream weak ſighted, to EP"-4 17,12219- 
go ſtalking on confidently 4 _— In- 
that way; To find out any ,;,j4op mat inn, 
thing, it matters. not how ug cecorum:Aug, 
many Blind men there are ; 

ſo to. find out the Truth, or rignt way in 
any thing, it matters not how many blind . 
Forers there be about it. 

Uſe 2. Is there ſuch a broad Diffe- 
rence, cc, then for Dire(t:on this may let 
us ſee who it is ſafelt to reſort to for Gholt- 
ly Counſel an4 Advice, in matter of true 
Doubt and caſe of Conſcience ; not unto 
thoſe that may ſeem yet to be men of the 
World, men unregenerate and unſanctified, 
though they be great Clerks, but rather 
unto the Saints, and thoſe that may ſeem 
to 


1 Cor. 2.1 2, 
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to have the Spirit of the Holy One within, 
them, and to be taught with that Teaching 
which is called the Vnition of the Holy 
One; Ye have received an Unttion from 
the Holy One, &c, The Judgment of one 
of theſe in matter of true ſcruple and doubt 
of Conſcience what is to be done or not 
done, eſpecially if it be an experienced 

Saint that through longer Uſe 
Hed. 5-14 hath his Senſes exerciſcd to dif 
ccrn between Good and Evil. 

The Judgement of ſuch an one in matter 
of true Doubt and Scruple of Conſcience, 
is worth the Judgement of a whole Col- 
ledge of Divines, bare Speculative Di- 
vines, that know deep Myſeerics in the 
Theory, but are ftrangers from the Life 
and Power of Godlineſs, and want the Un- 
Ction of the Holy One. A man of no 
good Conſcience himſelf can hardly ever 
give good Counſel for a good Conſcience, 
eſpecially in more ſcrupulous and nice mat- 
ters: Indeed in more general and pros 
matters they may hit it, but how fouly 
they may erre in more ſcrupulous and nice 
matters, the Fifth of Matthew ſhews:; 
where the Scribes and Phariſees, ( learned 
enough no doubt, but ſuch as knew little 
of that Unction and Teaching of the Ho- 
ly One, ) for General matters they its 
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but for more Nice matters fec Verſes 21, 
273 313 339 39, 43- 
Uſe 3. Is there ſuch a broad Diffe- 
rence, &c. Then this may let us fcc a 


Reaſon why they think ſo {trange, and 


wonder ſo at one anothcrs Courſes : The 
Worlelins thinks it {trange that the Saint 
in many things docs as he dOCs, that he is 
ſo {irait- Jaced, and can give him{.lf no more 
Liberty in many things than he docs : Fg 
Example, They cone Ut ſtrange 
(faycs the Apoltle) that ye run al Wen 
rot with them to the ſume exceſs of riot, 


And the Saint on the contrary thinks it as 


| ſtrange, that the Worldling does in many 
| things as he does, that he is fo looſe-laced, 


and gives himſelf that ſcope and liberty in 


| many things as he does; that he can run, 


fearleſly run into that Exceſs of Riot, in 
Laiciviouſneſs, Luſts,, Exceſs of Wine, 
Revellings, Banquettings, cc, Thus the 
Saint: and the Worldling think {trange ut 
= anothers Courſes ; and nom arvel, for 

ney arc of two ditterent po Inements, they 
walk by two different Lights, they mn ind 
two difierent Ends, they heed ewo differen ' 
kind of Dangers, Is it any wonder if one 
walking on in a Ereen ſmooth Pati not 
knowi ing of any Canger in it, wonder at 


| another That he ſhall "es turn out of thar 
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green, ſmooth, caſie path, and ſee oe 
{crambling with muci toil and pains in ano- 
ther, rugged, uncven, uncalic way ? or i 
it any wonder if this other that goes 
ſcrambling in the rugged, uneven, uneaſic 
way, becauſe he knowes the danger that is 
in the other way, wonder at him whom 
he ſces ſtalk ſo conlidently on in the ſinooth 
and green way, whercin he knowes he will 
at lait meet with ſuch danger ? They have 
two diflcrent informed Judgements, and 
therefore think ſtrange one at anothers 
Courſes.

For the firſt, what it is to be a Son or 
Dwghter or Child of Belial, s. e. of the 
Devil, you may know by conſidering the 
contrary, /c. what it is to be a Child df 
God; to be a Childe of God, is in all 
conformable Holineſs, Rightcouſiicls and 
Goodneſs ſo to reſemble God himſelf, thar 
| we may ſecm to be begot of no other than 
of God himſelf; born of his very Sccd, and 
bearing therefore his very Image, ſo that 
2s the Father is, ſoare we : That this 1s to 
be a Child of God, you may know by 
theſe places, 21at. 5. 9,45. Like 6. 35: 

2.29. and 3.9, Andfo 
on the contrary, to be a Chiid of the Devil 
therefore is in all like conformable wicked- 
neſs and ungoclineſs ſo to reſemble thi 
Devil himſelf, that for wickcdneſs men m2:

Now though all that in any great Coy: 
formablencſs reſemble for wickedneſs the 
very wicred one, may be ſaid to be the 
very Children of that wicked one the De- 
vil; yet the Drunkard of ail other, (eſpe: 
ciily the true true Drunlcard indecd )is one 
even of his choppirs Children, one of his 
very fir{t-born 0:.es, one of his white Sons, 
that he may ſtroke on the head as his belt 
Parlings, 

For the Second thing, Who he is whom 
we may conceive to be a Drunkard, 

Firit, Diſtinguiſh between 
Drunken man, and a Drunkard; 
Ebriu 1s he who once perhaps, 
or twice, or very rarcly may trenſgreſs in 
erink, as Voan, Let, &c. But Ebrioſwis 
he who ordinarily and uſually does this: 
Mow it ts thi; latter who is properly called 
the Child of the Devil, and not the former; 
as he who by afall or other accident ſhoul: 
get a great Coule in his Forchead, which 
thould ſtay with him only for a whilg; or 
as he who upon a ſudden fit of the Convel 
fion ſhould for a whil- writhe his Mouth 
awry: as neither of theſe could be ſaid, 
becauſe the one reſembles him who natu- 


rally and conſtantly hath a grcat Bunch of 
fleſi 


Ebrig (& 
Evrtiojins. 
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fleſh grow in his Forehead, and he other 
him who n.turally and con! nents hath a 
wry mouth, to be upon this reſemblance as 
twere their very Child r.n; but only he who 
naturally and conſtantly ſhould have that 
Punch of fleſh or wry Mouth, only be 
might be ſaid indeed in ſome fort to be i 
twere that or that mans very Child : 
he is not properly thereupon to be ſaid w 
be the Child of that wicked One, who wic- 
kedly, perhaps once or twice, or the like, 
may through accident tranſgreſs in Wine ; 
but he who ordinarily and 
uſually does this, in an or- 
dinary and ufval courſe of 
wickedneſs reſembling the 
wicked one ; He that com- 1 Joh. 3.8. 
mitteth Sin is of the De- 
vil, That is habitually, and in a conſtant 
courſe, 

Secondly, Further, wc muſt not only 
diſtinguiſh between a drunken man. and a 
arunkard, but alſo diltinguiſh of Drunk: 
ards themſelves; for Drunkards are not 
only they w!l hich are ſuch Sots that they 
would lie in the way till an Iron-bound 
Wain or Cart were driven over them, or 
- like, this is but the Statute-drunkard : 

ut if we will weigh this Point by Scrip- 
ww and good Reaſon we ſhall ſee that

Hab,tualiter (ff 
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there ure many others, who I doubt before 
God (who is the Author of all Scripture 
and good Reaſon, ) ſhall never be ableto 
claw it off, but that before him they are 
Drunkards, even true proper Drunk 
ards. 

Conſider therefore whether that which 
I ſhall now ſay in this point, ſeem accord. 
Ing to Scripture and good Reaſon; and it 
it do not, the Servants miitake can dv you 
no harm, if you bc ſure you be clear int!e 
Maſters Books, But if it do ſeem to be 
according to Scripture and £060d Reaſon, 
think whether it be not fitter to clear the 
Books, than to quarrel only at him that 
ſhews the Debt, 'The Drunkard thercfore 
I ditinguith thus : 

There is the Drunkard arye, and the 

Drunkard wet, 

The Druznkard drye is he who becauſe 
of his Boly perhaps, or becauſe of his Cre- 
Git or the like, drinks it may be himſelf but 
very very little, ſothat there is no ſenſible 
Change or Alteration of the man, but yet 
he fits it out with Good Fellowes, as they 
call them, approving and delighting in their 
drunkeniſh good Fellowſhip and Exceſs: 
Now ſce whether the Books of God, /c. 
the Scripture and good Reaſon will quit 


this man from being a very Drunkard. 
Does 
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Does not the Scripture make him to bein 
any thing as bad, (niy worſe too) that 
takes pleaſure in otlidrs that doe a fin, than 
him that docs the fin himſelt ? 
They do net ons!y o ſuch toing s, 
bt take pleaſui c in them that ao them. It 
ſeems to be made a greater fin to delight 
and take pleaſure in others doing wicked- 
ly, than in ſome fort to do wickedly ones 
ſelf : And the ground hereol is pizing be- 
cauſe for th.mthat do wickcely themſelves, 
commonly they have ſome {trong Lutt 
tempting them thereto bm they who de- 
lIi-ht onely and take pleaſure in other mens 
wickednelſs,not aCting the ſame themſelves ; 
commonly it is becauic they have not the 
ſame |trength of Luit tempting them there- 
to, but oncly delight more ſimply in wic- 
kedneſs even for Wickedneſs ſake it ſelf, 
without the Plcaſure attending it, which is 
the far greater degree of fin. And not by 
this Ground of Scripture onely , but by 
another of good Reaſon alſo may it appear 
that this Druzhard drye in Gods account 
ſhall goe for a true Drunkard ; for that in 
Gods account ſhall every man goe for, 
which his Will and Mind is fully for, 
though one way or other he be held from 
the ating of it. God, as in Good, ſoin 
Evil accounts the Will for the Deed : and 

F 4 there- 
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therefore muſt needs account him for a true 
Drunkard, who what his Will is ke ſhew; 
plainly enough, by his taking plcaſure in 
them that act that wickedneſs, tough him: 
ſelf b-cauſe of his Body, or his Credit, or 
the like, be held off fromthe acting of it, 
Thus the Old Bawd, whoſe Body is ſpent, 
and is no more for the acting of it her ſclf, 
yet is in Gods account as very a \Whorc 
all her life long, by her procuring, appro- 
ving, and dclighting in others Uncleanneſs, 
as in a manner the parties themſelves, Thus 
the. Devil becauſe he is a Spirit, and no 
Body, he cannot act bodily Uncleanneſs it 
ſelf; yet Uncleanneſs and all other fin is 
truly his in this regard, in regard of his pro- 
curing, delighting, and approving it in 0- 
thers : And thus the Drunkard drye, though 
he may come perhaps as ſober almoſt from 
the Ale-bench, as any true Workman fron: 
his Work-bench, as ſober from the Cellar 
as the Student from his Cell, yet in Gods 
account he may be a true Drunkard, and 
therefore a true Child of Belial. -

(2) Beſides this, there is of Drunkard; 
wee another Drunkard, /c. He that is not 
ſo throughly ſteept, but /zghther dipr, he 
that is not ſo full in the mid(t of the Clout 
as the former, but he is about the Clout ; 
Aye, perhaps ina little nook and out-corner 
ofit; and thisis he who though he do not 
ordinarily crink till he be forth right intoxi- 
cated, till he reel, till he ſtagger, till he be 
overcome of \Vine, tiil he he ſwallowed up 
of Wine, till he fill and file all with Vomit 
and filth, till in a word he be Statute-drunk ; 
yet he is continually bibbing, continually 
ſucking, continually tipling and tip'ing, 
till lie be ( as they ſay ) ſomewhat fine, 
ſomewhat brave, ſomewhat tipt, ſomewhat 


toucht, fomewhat pratty, and many other 
*| ſuch 
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ſuch pratty Names, thzt the world calls 
theſe pratty Creatures by, ratier than by 
the Name of Drunkards : Bur yet that 
they that ordinarily and continually almoſt 
are bibbHing, and lapping, and drinking, and 
dudlins more than 1s mcet, though it be not 
to the outing of wits 2nd lofing of ſeace, 
that theſe in Gods and the Scripture ac- 
count alſo arc the truc drunkards, ccnſider

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Secondly, Becauſe all ſinfull exceſs in

Theſ.5.7. They that are Drunk are Drunk, 
inthe night. Alſo it apprars 4 pari, be- 
cauſe that which was Lawful for the Rich 
Glutton to have done wi:hout imputation 
of G'uttony at ſome time, becauſe he made 
an ordinary Epicuriſh practice of it to fare 
deliciouſly every day;that makes him gene- 
rally to be termed (though not in the text, 
yet in all interpreters) the Rich Glutton : 
not that he glu:ted himſeif with that which 
was not Lawfull at any day, but which was 
not Lawful on every dzy, 

Now theſe things being thus cleared, let 
us proceed to explain and thew the truth 
of the point, /c : That the truc and proper 
Drunkard in any of che forenamed kinds, is 
(though in regard of ſome of them more, 
'n regard of ſome of them leſs) a truc 
ch1l4 of the Devil ; and becauſe to be a 
child of the Devil was in ſuch conformable- 
neis of fin and wickedneſs to reſemble tne 
very wicked one, he might ſeem to be be- 
got of no other than of Him : bred of his

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very ſpawn, begor of his very ſced, bear- 
ing the very image and picture of the Fa: 
ther,ill looking Father in the face as *rwere, 
and being the right Fathers ſon in all con- 
formableneſs almoſt unto him up and 
down; becauſe this was to be a child of 
the Devil, therefore in regard of this great 
conformablencſs or likeneſs unto the De- 
vil, let uz demonitrate the Drunkard to be 
the Devils very Child, the Elfe reſembling 
the Ouncell upand down, 

Firit therefore thit Ouncell isa creature 

or Miſcreant rather, compoſed 
> -wwpss Of all wickedneſs, and therefore 
n Tympic called wickedneſs it ſelf, and the 

wicked one, Eph. 6, 12, 16. 
becauſe of that Maſs of univerſal wicked- 
neſs that is in him. So the Ouncels Elte, 
the Drunkard, isa Creature or Miſcreant 
rather compoſed alſo almoſt of all wicked- 
neſs, noſinor wickedneſs almo{t but his 
Miſcreant nature is for it. And therefore 
firſt in this regard, he is the right Ouncels 
Elfe, the Devi's Child, becauſeof this re- 
ſembling him in the Maſs of univerſall 
wickedneſs almoſt, 

Secondly, we ſay in a more eſpeciall 
manner,that ſuch anone is right the Fathers 
Son, becauſe of reſembliag him not only 
in a general likeneſs of his nature, but alſo

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and more eſpecially in ſome mere ſpecial! 
markes and properties;As that he hath jult 
the fathers wrangling humour anc proud 
ſpirit, &c, That he hath uit the fathers 
ſtuttering ſpeech, jut his wry-mouth, 
the bunch of fleſh juit in the Forehead, the 
long itroak on the left check, the wart juit 
under the chin, &c, We lay ina more ſpe- 
ciall manner, that ſuch an one is right the 
Fathers Son, becauſe of more ſpecial re- 
ſembling him in ſome ſuch more ſpecial 
markes and propertics 2s theſe, And ſo 
we ſhall ſce in the ſecond place that in a 
more ſpecial manner the Drunkard ts right 
the Devils child, becauſe of more ſpecial 
reſembling him in ſome more ſpecial marks 
and ——— of the Devil, 

But firſt, that he is right the Devils 
Child, the Ouncels Elfe, becauſe of reſem- 
bling his nature in an univerſall Maſs al- 
molt of wickedneſs, that look as the De- 
vil isa Creature or Miſcreant rather (for 
not his Creation, but his Fall and Miſ-cre- 
ation rather gave him that ) a Miſcreanc 
compoſed of all wickedneſs, ſo the Drunk- 
ard, &c, And this we will ſhew by conli- 
dering how manifoldly the Drunkard by 
reaſon of his Drunkenneſs fins againi(t both 
Tables; for Drunkenneſs (as ſome think )

And mark abroad in the world, 
who eſpecially are they that prophaniſhly 
make a mock of Religion and the Profeſſors 
thereof ; Nick-naming them Preciſians, 
Puritans,Separatiſts, and many oiher ſuch 
names of ſcorn, (which neither Godlineſs 
would objeq, nor Wiſdom cares for main- 
taining being objected; ) who I ſay are 
theſe eſpecially that thus do, but only 
theſe Senſual men carricd after their ſenſual 
Pleaſures and Delights? Jude 19, Theſe 
are they 4: dmNogilcyres who ſeparate not 
themſelves, but rather others in ſcornfully 
calling and accounting others Sepratiſts, 
Puritans, and Preciſrans, and many othcr 
ſuch odd names of Separatiſme 

and Singularity, Thcſe arc dura verbs 
the hard Speeches, Fude 15. 

Secondly, Another Sin againſt the firlt 
Table that Drunkenneſs ( z.c. ordinary 
and habitual drinkings) are apt to breed in 
the parties, is Athe:ſme and Infidelity, 
not to believe verily and indeed the truth 
of Chriſtian Faith, as the Reſurrection of

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the Body, the Day of Judgement, the

mans felt over to theſe Senſual Pienſurcs 
and Delights, For wilt aman lives thus 
by Senſe, he is ſpoi'e4 and prejudiced 2- 
gainit Faith; and nothing again fo ap: to 
inckcaſe this Senſyality as Atheiſm, Sen» 
ſualty breeds Atheiſin, and Artheiſme 1t 
therincreaſeth Senſuality. Sce boti theſe 
from grounds of S-riprure, 

For the firit, that this Senſualiry breeds 
Atieiſm, Is nor that for it in A(ts 17. 18, 
in that when Paul Preached Crit ang the 
KeſurreCtion, w'! o arethey that oppvicd 
him? Then certain Phileſophcrs of the Epr 
enreans, and of the Stoicks, encorntered 
bim, &c. The E icircans, the Senſual 
Epicureans, given over to theſe »enfual 
Pleaſures, were the fir;t that oppoſed tie 
Doctrine of Jeſus and the Reſun« tion, 
Sothe Apoſtle brings in tinoſe Senſual men 
walking &n L,aciviouſneſs, Lujis, Exceſs of 
Wine, Revellings, Drinkings &.,.ÞC&i.4s 3 4 
Brings in them thinking it +1ange that Bc- 
lieversrun not withthem to the {ime excels 
of Riot. And why think they it ſtrange that 
Believers run not with them, - to the ſame

Fourthly, Another fin againſt the fi:

And 
in that day, /c. in that day that God as an 
offended God began to reveal his Judge- 
ments from Heaven againlt them ; Ia, 22. 
12, In that day did the Lord Godof Hoſt: 
call to 1yeeping, QC, but. behold drinkzn? 
wine, Qc. and what a great fin this groſs 
inconfideration and contempt of Gods 
Judgements is, the next verſe ſhewes : 
Surely this iniquity ſnall not be purged from 
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you till you dye, So what but Drinking 
wine in Bowles, and other ſuch like ſenſy- 
ality reckoned up there, 1s intunared that 
made them pur far from them the evil day ;

heart, makes men ſots : and then preſcnt- 
ly adds, 1y People ak councel at their 
ſtocks, and their ſtaff declareth unto then, 
Hof. 4. 11,12. And if this {in guide or r 
ther miſguide ſo into Idolatry, being ſo apt 
to make way for it ; what do we think of:

heretofore have ſtamped to powder; would 
not many of them think we be ready to (i:

Sixthly, Another fin againit the firſt Ta- 
bleis diſhonouring God in the. profanation 
of his name.

Seventhly, Another fin again{t the firl pa 
Table is diſhonouring God in the firopha-Wſ +4, 
nation of hi; Sabbath and Worſhip.| Who 14, 
are ſuch prophaners of Gods Salhbaths, 1, 
and neglcftcrs or irreverent performers! ore 
of his Worlhip as theſe ſons of Zl:al'f þ,; 
this needs not be proved out of -Pulpits, the 
[Church-wardens and Conltables and othe tog

make this plain cno:.ph, How many do 
wethink they might tindinitead of learning 
ſobricty in the Caurch of God, praciiting 
intemperance in thoſe Stics 2rd Chappels 
of the Devil !

Either, they come ſomewhat 
touch'r and half pratty to the Church, and 
ſo are fitter for two houres ilcep than one 
hours Sermon; fitter for a Pillow to lay 
their car to that, than a Preacher to lend 
an ear to him : Or 1t for a Preacher, it 
mult be ſome of thoſc that (owe pillows un- 
der all Elbowes, Eztk. 13.18. Orellcif 
they come ſober to Church, yet as the $9w 
dreams of her drafte, ſo they of their drink; 
and they think all rime tedious till they be 
removed from the Church-bench to the Ale- 
bench ; and till Gods door is ſhut, that the 
Devils blind wickets may the more free!y 
open; and ſo if Sabbatum come

His good 
Creatures that how many Hungry and 
Thirſty Saints ſouls might be refreihed, 
by that which their intemperancies vainly 
and contemptuouſly abuſe ? Does not the 
Guelts abuſing of their entertainment, as 
ifafter they had eaten a while ſo much as 
was ſufficient, and dranka while fo much 
as wasneedful, they ſhould caſt the reſt of 
their meat to Dogs, or trample it under 
foot ; and give the reſt of their drink to the 
Swine, or pour it down Channel : Does 
not this redound to the Holts or Inviters 
diſhonour ? well, better were it that men 
ſhould cat the ſuperfluity of their Basket 
and (tore to the very Dogs or trample it 
under foot; better alſo they ſhould give 
the ſuperfluity of their Veſſel and Cup run- 
ingover, to the very Swine,or pour it down 
channel, than vainly and uneceſſarily abuſe 
the ſame unto ſurfeiting and drunkenneſs, 
the former way it did not that good it 
H .2 thould 
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ihould, the laticr way it did harme; mult 
not tnen our abuling Gods entertainment 
uito fuch perverineſs and vanity of Riot 
and Drunkenneſs. muſt it not highly re- 
dound to our Hoits or Entertainers dithon-

2, Man is the Image of God in regard of 
Syveraignty,of Rule and Dominion; that 
as God is ſimply Soveraign in regard of 
Rule and Dominion over all thiags, ſo he 
made man as it werea petty God, putting 
all things in ſubjeQtion under his feet ; but 
when the Drunkard is laid under foot him- 
ſelf, for all the Creatures that will to tram- 
ple upon him, when he cannog well rule 
one member of his 9wn Body, 'or paſſion 
of his own mind, wheredoes anySoveraign- **

As if ke would intimate thus much, that 
it he ſhould ordinarily be among wine-bib- 
bers and (o turn drunkard, he would ſoon 
grow heedleſs of hearkening to his Father 
that begat him, or of deſpiſing his Mo- 
ther when ſhe is old ; and to ſay no more 
ofthis, How diſ-obedient this vice makes

improvident does this make many how 
their Children arc brought up and how pro- 
vided for. Indeed I will not d:ny but ſome 
kind of Drunkards there are ( /c. The 
Mungrell or Compounded Drunkards, 
who are not pure Drunkards, but make 
their Drunkenneſs ſerve their Covetuoul- 
neſs; they make,the belt bargains and 
lirike upthe beſt matches in their pots) I 
will not deny but theſe Mungre!] Com- 
pounded Dtunkards may be provident e- 
nough for their Children; but the pure 
Drunkard how careleſs commonly 1s he, 
how Children are brought up and how pro- 
vided for ? So he may have drink he cares 
not though they want bread; ſo hemay 
fng and whiſtle on the Ale-bench, he cares 
not though they cry and go and whiltle it 
onthe Beggars-bench. And as Drunken- 
neſs thus is aptto overturn the Duties of

So he that 
wrote that wine is the itrongelt, 1 E/ara 
3.21, Among other reaſons to prove it, 
this isone, /t mateth every heart rich, i, 
brave, brisk, fluſh, gallant, &zc. and 
what then? So that a man remembereth nti- 
ther King nor Governour, and cauſeth ti 
ſpeak all things by Talents ;, that 1s, Huge 
and Mighty and Big ſwelling words, words 
of great contempt and Ciſ-reſpect; vilily- 
ing and making clouts of men 1n Authority: 
So on the contrary this makes Magiitrates 
fail in their duties, it makes him that 
bears the {word that he can ſometimes put 
no great difference between the innocent 
and the offender, and ſo makes him errcin 
Judgement.

ſtroyer. Heis the worlt Robber,the worſt 
oftender of all, ſo he that Robbcth Wiſe 
and Children, It is well obſerved by Ari- 
ftotle, that it is the worlt theft of all, which 
takes from the ſeed, becauſe it is a Theſt 
' that Robs us not only of ſo much quantity, 
but whatſocver by Multiplication would 
come of that ſeed. So the Drunkard that 
Robs from his child in prejudicing his E- 
ducation, and hindering the ground-work 
laying then of a future means of l117ing is 
the worlt theft of all, becauſe he deprives 
him not only of ſo much good as hereis in 
quantity, but whatſocver alſo might come 
of that good. And thus by the Drunkards 
ſinning ſo manifoldly againit both Tables 
by reaſon of his Drunkenncſles, docs not 
the firit part of the demonſtration ſufhci- 
cently appear, that is, that the Drunk- 
ard is right the Devils Child, the Ouncels 
Elfe, b:cauſe of reſembling him in an u- 
niverſal Maſs of Wickednels almoit ?

neſs that makes all that are given to it the 


very Sons and Daughters of the Devil, 
But becauſe in things to be done it is good 

CH to ſhew, not only what we 
In ſactendisron axe to do, but alſo the way 


po 7 how we may do it, ſc. how 
to avoid drunkenneſs, lct us 

conſider. And : 
Firſt, That we may avoid Drunkennefs, 
that is good counſel which in this caſe the 
Father gives the Son, Prov. 23. 20. Be 
not among wine bibbers, He that is (till a 
mong wine bibbers, - a bibber himſelf is 
ſoon like to prove; the old Gander they 
ſay, ſoon teaches the young Goſſ:n to 
drink, And fo the old Soaker will - 
[cac 
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teach the young beginner the way for the 
cup to the Ngſe; and he that would ſee 
the bottom were there a mile to it, wall 
ſoon teach th# towardly beginner to leave 
but a little ſagpffe in the Cup, The Phrafe 
of the Goſpel is Remarkable, where to 
Eat and Drigk with the drunken is put for 
an undovbtefl preſumption that that party 
provegintemfperate himl: If, Aſat. 24. 49. 
Company inany kind isa Tempter ; Au- 
guſtine confe;Jing his for- 
mer fins, ſpeaks of one Solus ego illad mn

prove Drunkards, wovld ever proves 
drunkards alone but that good fellowſhip - 
tempts, andnot many more alſo] am per- 
ſwaded than one of a thouſand that calf 
themſelves much upon this tempration,but 
Drunkards, pratty druakards in good 
time they prove. All have not the relolu- 
tion of the Rechabires,to ftand firm againlt 
being overcome, when pots full of wine 
L 3 and 
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and cupsare ſet before them, and when it 
1s ſaid unto them ,- and much ſaid; 
Drink ye wine, Feremiab 35.5. Thisis a 
temptation that all have not a reſolution to 
withſtand, 

Secondly, That we may avoid drunk: 
enneſs, conſider another remedy in the 
forenamed Prov. 23.31. not to lookup- 
on the wine when it ts Red, when it giveth 
the colour in the cup, when it moveth it 
ſelfaright, Not to pleaſe a mans ſelf and 
hisappetite to much in his fancying, and 
conceiting the Nobleneſs, the Sparknels, 
tic pleaſantneſs of the Liquor z and how 
merrily ſuch Noble and Sparke and Plex 
ſant Liquor will go down. He whoſe fan- 
cy workes thus, whoſe mouth waters thus, 
willnot long be a temperate man z he will 
ſoon prove for the wet, what Eve proved 
for the dry ; when ſhe let but her Appetite 
orice begin towork, and her mouth to wa 
ter in fancying the Forbidden Fruit, how 
good it was to the Taſt, and how Pleaſant 
to the Eycs, it was not long out of her 
mouth, but ſhe took thercof, and ſhe did 
Cat, Gen, 3.6. So they that for their Ls 
quor let their appctites begin thus to 
work, it will not be long out of their 
Mouthes, but they will take thereof and 
they will drink; Look not :1pon the Pony

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but rather conſider that go it down never ſo 
merrily, how long will that pleaſure laſt? 
ſurely were it a cup the molt deliciouſly 
tempered that the world could aftord, yet 
the Pleaſure in the merry going Gown ther- 
of would lait no longer than a man could 
hold his Breath. & how ſhort a time is that ? 
furely ſo ſhort a time, that were ita cup of 
Nepenthe that dainty drink of the Gods, 
nay were it a cup out of thoſe Rivers of 
Pleaſure at Gods right hand ; yet tolalt no 
longer than a man coul! hold his breath, 
what ſo great defircabicneſs in it? how 


much more when it is but a draught of that 


which let it be beſt that Grape or Barley 
can afford, yet to a cup of thoſe Rivers of 
Pleaſures it is but ſwill and (waſh! 
Thirdly, That we may avoid drunken- 
neſs, conſider yet another good remedy 
out of Prov, 23. 32. /c. to conſider the 


latter End or Farwell of this Merry-go- 
down; The latter end of it, (or farwell 
ls, that at the laſt it bites like a Serpent,and 


ſtingeth like an Adder. That thing which 
pives his colour in the Cup, and moves it 
it ſelf arighr, that ſparke, and pleaſant 
and Noble thing may have a Merry-go- 
down, but at laſt it bites like an Adder, 
Some of this Adders ſtinging, and ſome of 
this Serpents Venemous biting is pointed 

| as 
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at ver. 29. Whohath wo, who hath redneſ; 
of Eyes, ec, Weuſeto ſay of a Drunk- 
ard indrink, that he is well bit; and it is 
true indeed, he is Szrpent-bit, he is bt 
with th#tbiting that bites wealth out of his 
Purſe, for the Drunkard and the Glutton 
ſhall come tro poverty, Proverbs 23, 21, 
Which bites Health out of his body, for 
who within a while have commonly leſs 
Health, than they that {till are drinking 
Healths? Which bites Wit and naturall 
Parts out of the Head ; For Wine is a mock 
er, and whoever is deceived thereby ſhall 
not be wiſe, Prov. 20, 1. Which bitcs 
Grace and Gods Spirit out of the heart; 
Be not drunk, with Wine but be filled with 
the Spirit, Eph. 5. 18. Tobe filled with the 
Spirit of wine and with the Holy Spirit are 
made oppoſites, & ſuch as cannot itand to- 
gether; he is therefore bit indeed ,Serpent- 
bit in this manner as you have heard ; and 
therefore what holdelt thou in thy hand, 
thou Drunkard, what holdelt thou in thy 
hand ? Is not the Glaſs often-times thou 
drinkeſt in born up with a couple, and 
ſometimes with a cluſter of Snakes or Ser- 
pents ? Let the Serpent on the out-(ide put 
thee in mind of the Serpent within; the 
Serpents without are toothleſs Serpents, 


and cannot bite z but the Serpent withinis

a toothed, and a venom- toothed Serpent, 
bites, and bites deadly, deriving poyſon 
to the (ſtate of thy Wealth, to the ſtate of 
thy Health, to the jtate cf thy Naturals, 
umpairing Wit and Endowments Natural;

Fourthly, That we: may «void Drunk- 
enneſs, let us avoid Drinkings, frequent 
and needleſs Drinkings,though moderately 
enough at firſt, and to no great Exceſs 
theſe frequent and needleſs Drinkings, 1t 


is great danger, they will bringon Drunk- 
enneſs at lait ; All miſchief commonly be- 
gins modeſtly, and from Re.

wards that commonly proves true ; he that 
deſpiſeth ſmall things, ſhall fall by little 
and little : What ſays Angnſtine of his 
Mother Monica ?

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Fifthly, That we may avoid Drunken- 
neſs, let us look upon two Cups: 
Firſt, The Cup of the Lord, and then

bleſſing with the other Cup of Curling; 
Cup of Curling I call it, becauſe who 
but Curſed ones uſc it, and what but Cur- 
lags are uſed over it ? Think what fcllow- 
ſhip hath the Cup of the Son of God with 
the Cup of the Sons of Becl:al ? One of you 
is hungry, and anotker is drunk, ſaid the 
Apoltle, counting it abſurd, and a great 
abuſe of the Cup of the Lord, that they 
who partook of the Cup of the Lord,thould 
partake of the Cup of Drunkenneſs; ct- 
ther therefore tremble to meddle with the 
Cup of the Sons of Belia!l, or dar not to 
meddle with the Cup of the Son of Ged; 

Cup ſhake the other out of the 
hand,let the right uſe of the blood of Chriit, 
the Cupofbleſſirg,Corrett the abuſe of the 
blood of thc Grape in the Cup of Curling. 

Secondly, Look upon another Cup, the 
Cup of Gods Fury and Judgment due un- 
tolinners; In the hand of the Lord there ts 
a Cup, as for the Dregs thereof, all the un- 
godly of the Earth ſball drink, them, and 
ſuck them ont 5, the Wine #9 red, endit 1s 
full of mixture, Pſal.75. 8, Let thium 
that arc (till ſucking the other Cup, think 


of 
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of ſucking the dregs of this Cup : In the 
13th, of Feremiah, there arc Bottles of 
Wine, and Bottles of Wine; v, 12, but 
the one is the V Vine of Fury and Aitoniſh. 
- ment 3 let them that think ſo of thoſe Bot- 
tles of wine, that wine that makes glad 
the heart of Man, think alſo of thoſe other 
Bottles of wine, that wine that is the wine 
of Fury and Altoniſhment, daſhing them 
together, v.14, And let them, whoſe 
cultome it is to drink and be drunken, and 
ſpue, and fall, and riſe, perhaps, again, 
think of that, Fer. 25. 27, Drink, ye, and 
be drunken, and ſpue, and fall, and never 
riſe more, Sce Hab. 2. 15,16. 

Sixthly, That- we may avoid Drunken- 
neſs, conſider the Apoſtle*'s Remedy, or 
means againſt it; /c. To put on the Lord 
Feſus Chriſt; But put ye on the Lord Feſu 
Chriſt, and make not Proviſiomefor the fleſh, 
ro fulfill it in the Luſt thereof, Rom. 13.14, 
ſe. Inthe things immediately fore-named, 
as Rioting and Drunkenneſs;as if he ſhould 
ſay, if you would but conſider that you 
Chriſtians have in part put on, and ſhoul: 
ſtill more and more put on the Lord Jeſvs 
Chriſt, he who was a pattern of all Sobri- 
ety and Temperance, and made no ſuc 
Proviſion for the Fleſh,to pamper any ways 
and fulfill the Luſts thereof; how could 

ye 
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yebut ſhake off Rioting and Drunkennelsz 
conlidering that ye had put on him that was 
the pattern of all Sobcrneſs and Tempe- 
rance : why ſhould any that have puton 
Chriit, the ſober God, ſo live as it they 
had put on Bacchws the Drunken God ? 
why thould any that have put on Chrilt, 
who made no ſuch proviſion for the Fleſh, 
ſo live as if they had put on Epicurm, or 
kim 1n the Goſpel, whoſe whole purvey- 
ing and proviſion. was about eat and drink, 
and takg thine eaſe; what an indecorum and 
unſcemlineſs were it, if he that ſhould act 
and Perſonatc a King, ſhould live and be- 
have kimſelf altogether as a Scullion ? what 
an indecorum & unſecm'ineſs much more, 
if they that ſhould AG Chriſt, ſhould live 
as mecr Hogs and Sows, thoſe Drunken 
and ſwilling Creatures ? 

Seventhly, That we may avoid Drunk. 
.|enneſs, conſider another Remedy of the 
Apoltle, ſc. Eph.5.18. to be filled with 
the Spirit : And be nor Drunk with Wine, 
wherein 1s Exceſs, but be filled with the Spi- 
mit; Asif he ſhould ſay, take heed ofthis 
| Bealtly fin of Drunkenneſs, and that you 
may avoid it, that you may not be Drunk 
"With wine, Labour to be filled and Drunk 
with the Spirit; why do Men commonly 
give themſelves to wine and (trong Drink, 

| M but 
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but only that they may be Merry, that 
they may be Jovial, that thcy may drive 
away ſorrow, and dumps, arddiſcontents? 
well, todo thar, Be ye filled with the Spi- 
rit, and the Spirit of Comfort ſhall afford 
more Comfort, and help better to drive 
out dumps than all the Spitit of wine can, 
- Onedrop of it makes | ghter hearts thin 
tte full Preſſes, and whole V intages of the 
other can; therefore, as Augiſtine huth 
it, Let no Man be Drunk, yea, rather ler 
every Mar, be Drunk ; but ict him ſce with 
what it is, ſc. that is, with the Spirit: 
This will make you break forih more into 
ſinging and rejoy cing,en P[alms,aud Hynns, 
ard Spiritual Songs, ( 7s it follows) thin 
wine, And all the Spirits of wine can moke 
the Drunkards break forth into their ſinging 
and rejoycing in their Fooliſh and Profane 
Songs : Therefore be ye lilied,be ye drunk, 
but ſce with whatz with the Spirit, with 
that incbriating Cup, Eat, O Frienas, 
Drink, yea, Drink abundant:y, O Beloved, 
Cant.s. 1. 

Secondly, Are Drunkards the-very Chil- 
dren of the Devit? Then Drunkards-look 
toit, the Devil (andthere is good right 
and Reaſon ſor it ) will have his own, will 
one day go away with thoſe that are his: 
will not every Beggar contend for their 

own 
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own Brats, and not loſe one of them, but 
Hoſſe and be gone? will not the Devil al- 
ſo, think you, contend for his Brats, and 
not loſe one of them, but tlofſe and be gone? 
Hofle and be gone with them to their Fa- 
thers Houſe, tothe Devils place of abode, 
and judye where it is: Drunkards look to 
it, you are the Devils Children, and the 
Devilcertainly will one day have his own, 
nor will God ever .go about to hinder him 
of his right, to hinder him of any one that 
is his; nay, he will never ſuffer any one 
of the Devils Children to be laid at his 
D oor, to {tcp within his Threſhold; ſce 
how he thruſts and packs them out of his 
Houſe and Kingdom. Be nor deceived,nei- 
ther Fornicators nor Drunkards, 1 Cor.G. 
9. The Drunkards are among thoſe that 
ſhall never come into Gods Houſe, never 
Inherit his Kingdom: Drunkards (I ſay 
it the third time ) look to it, as ſorely as 
the Devil ſhall never go away with any of 
Gods Children, icither will God be 
troubled with any one of his ; Shal! / rake 
the Childrens Bread and caft it unto Dogs ? 
Much more ſhall God take the Childrens 
Inheritance, and give it unto Devils, and 
Children of Devils, ſuch as Drurnkards, 
you Drunkards are, 

Thirdly, Are Drunkards the very Chil-

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Oren of the Devil? Then Magiſtrates look 
to it, how ye may ſuppreſs and hinder this 
breed; theſe Children of Belial, they breed 
as Labarn's Fiocks did at the watering- 
troughs when they came thither to 
Drick, Gen, 30. 38. So theſe, they brecd 
and gender at the watering troughs, at the 
Drinking places, at blind, ſuperfluous, 
by-corner Ale-houſes, that arc in by-ob- 
ſcure Corners, there this Brood breeds; as 
Serpents, and Dragons, «and hurtful Beaſts 
they breed ſtill in Holes and Dens, and by- 
coverts, that they may be the freelt and 
moſt out of the way, not to be hindred in 
their breed; if the breed therefore of theſe 
ſo hurtful creatures, theſe Sons and Daugh- 
tersof Belia! would be hindred,their holes, 
their Dens, thcir by-coverts where they 
breed, /c. blind, ſuperfluous by-corner 
Ale-houſes muſt be looked into, Theſe 
are the Devils very Nurſeries, and breed- 
ing-places for his Brats to be Nurſed and 
brought upin; andW{long as he hath ſuch 
convenient Nurſerie$gand Breeding-places 
allowed him, no marvel if the world (as 
it is) befullof his Brats; thercfore they 
that are in place, I would they would be 
pleaſed to let enquiry be made into ſuch 
blind by-corner Ale-houſes, the very Nur- 


ſcrics and ſeminaries for*the Devil to gy” 
and 
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and Lrirg up his Brats there: They talk 


of Dutch mens draining our Engiſh Fens, 


and overſflown grounds, and how commo- 
cious it would be to the Countfey ; but 
if by theſe and other good means the Eng- 
:þ would ſeck todrain the Dutch drinking 
that overflows all among us, how much 
more commod:ous a thing would that be 
to the Countrey 7 Is it not better to have 
alittle ground drowacd among us,than our. 
ſelves ? And therctorc is 1c not better to 
drain that overflowing that overflows our 
ſelves, than that which overflows our 
Ground ? 

Fourthly, Are Drunkards the very Chil- 
dren of the Devil? Then Holtefles and 
Good Alc-wives had need look to it,. how 
they $kink and draw too much out to them; 
that they ſce ready to run into intempe=- 
rance and exceſs; for why, they help to- 
the begetting of $5ns and Daughters to the; 
Devil; and if tke Devil be the Father of 


theſe, the Hoitcſs, in a manner, is- the: 


Mother, and he begets them of her; at: 
lealt if Come other thing, /c. their own in-- 
temperance and drunkeniſh Lu t be the: 


Mother, yet the Holteſs is the Midwife,, 


and without her hclpthey could never be 


brought forth ; but 1t is not good either to+ 


be Mother or Midwife to the Devils Brats; .

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Fifthly, Are Drunkards the very Chil. 
dren of the Devil ? Then you that are : ons 
and Daughters of God, look ye to it, how 
ye have too much Fellowſhip and Commuy- 
munion with theſe Sons and Davghters of 
Belial, eſpecially how ye make Matches 
and Marriages with them; if we knew 
any that were bodily begot of the Devil, 
as they talk that ſome have been, who 
would endure to Mitch with ſech an one? 
Well, if there were any that were even 
Bodily begot of the Devil, yet were they 
not ſo properly his Sons and Daughters, as 
they that are hegot of his Spirit and Spiri- 
tual Generation ; becauſe in that Genera- 
tion he does but beget them, de aliens, i.e, 
bumano ſemine reperto & ſervato; but in 
this he t egets, de proprio: It is condemn- 
edas a fault, and reckoned up as a thing of 
great Incongruity, That the Sons of Ged 
ſhould Marry with the Daughters of Men, 
Gen.6.

N the former part of this Verſe is ſet 
down the Honour of Marriage, with 
an implied invitation thereto of thoſe 

who Naturally and jultly do find them- 
ſelves to ſtand in need thereof; as likewiſe 
the purity and undefiledneſs that ſhould be 
in that ſtate : Marriage i honourable ingll, 
and the Bed undefiled, _ In this latter part 
is ſet down Gods Judgments upon thoſe, 
who either in ſingle Lite, when God hath 
provided Marriage an holy and honourable 
Remedy againſt Incontinency , do rather 
chuſe, becauſe of the cares and incumbran- 
ces, and many pre-conceived irkſomneſſes 
in Marriage, rather choſe to be made one 
Fleſh, with a Whore, the Devil being the 
Prieſt to couple together, than one with a 


Lawful Eſpouſed VVife, God —_ 
cnat 
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that ties the Knot : either thus in ſingle 
Life or Married eitate, when they might 
drink waters out of tteir own Ciltern, 
thirit and ſer k for itollen waters, for itrange 
ard un:o2th waters; like ſome {trangely 
Diltcmpercd and diſordered throat, that 
no Drinks out of their own Cellar will 
pleaſe and quench their thirit, but onely 
Forreign Drinks fought for from houſe to 
houſe from others Guile-fats ; for theſe, 
the one being the V Vhoremonger, wherc- 
in the VVhore or Drab alſo 15 implicd 
and the other the Aduyltercr, wherein the 
Adu'tercſs alſo 1s implicd, for theſe ; But 
Whoremongers, ſays the latter put of the 
verſe, and Adulterers God will Fadoe, 
And good Reaſon, ſays Chryſoſtome, for 
when God hath Sinctified and indulged 
Marriage unto them for a Remecy of all 
Incontinency, well may he Judge the 
V Vhoremonger and Adulterer, who will 
needs be medlirg with forbidden Fruit, 
when there is permitted Fruit enough to 
taſte of; will needs bc ranging and calting 
up Noſe abroad, and ſcenting after forbid- 
den birs, when he might cut Bread off his 
own Trencher : It was that whereby the 
Spirit of God, under the Parable of the 
Rich Man, who had many Flocks of his 
own, and yet ſpared to kill of his no 
Flo 
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Flock M the Traveller « hen he came, and 
took and Dreſſed the Poor mans only Ew- 
Lamb for the Traveler ; that whercby the 
Spirit of God aggravated David's Adulte- 
ry , that having VVives enough of his 
own,/ike the Rich Man that had his Flocks, 
none but the poor mans only Ewe-Lamb, 
Uriab's Bathſheba, would ſerve the torn 
to ſatisfie his Luſt, when that Traveller 
came; well thercfore may the cloſe of that 
verſe be, But Whoremongers and Adulte= 
rers, &c, the beginning whereof is, Aar- 
eg & honourable, VVell may the pu- 
niſhment be ſevere, where the Remedy 
is calie and offered at hand ; So for Con- 
text. 

For Text it ſelf, there needs no great 
expounding it; the difference between 
VVhoredom or Fornication and Adultery, 
appears by what is already ſpoken, ſc. that 
the firſt properly is between ſingle couples, 
when both the Parties arc ſingle Folk; the 
ſecond, when either one, or both the Par- 
ties are Married People, and ſo make ei- 
ther ſingle or double Adultery ; this pro- 
perly, although the uſe of the 
word is ſometimes extended tO . jrypygile 
comprehend Adultery alſo un- 
der it, as dar. 5.32. Whoſoever ſhall put 
Way, ſaving for the cauſe of Formcation. 

Aye, 
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Aye, and Iaceſtuous Adultery too, 1 Cor. 
bv. 

Now for the handling of the words, the 
drift of them is by propoſing God a ſevere 
Juige again!t theſe two Uncicanneſles and 
Abominitions, Whoredom and Adultery, 
thereby to deterre and difl yade therefrom 
and therefore the dri't of my ſpeech hill 
be the ſame, /c. by arguments includedi 
theſe words, to deterrc and diſſwade from 
theſe two abominations ; and the Argu- 
ments may be three. 

Firſt, From confidcration of the Judge 
who ſhall take the ſcanning , examining, 
and adjudging vf theſe two Sins into his 
= hands, being noother than God him 

clf. 

Secondly, From conſideration of th 
Judgments which he ſhall, what here,what 
hereafter inflict upon Offenders in them,im 
plied indefinitely in the word Fadicabir, 
he will Judge, 

Thirdly, From conſideration of the 
grievouſneſs of the fins themſclves, impli- 
ed atſo in the Judgment ; for the grievoul-

For the third Branch, God will be Fudge, 
with whom there is no bearing it out with 
Power and Greatneſs, i may beſſuch a 
Powerful and Awous Man in tte pl:ce 
where | Live, of ſo grext Might, and ſo 
grcat Authority, and ſuch a parlous Nolt- 
me-tangere, that few dare meddle with 
me, few dare ſay unto me ſo much as blacks 
is mine eye; but conſider how he that ſpake 
outof the whirle-wiad derided all [Power 
and Greatneſs, when it ſhou'd cope and 
tave to do with him; Grd xp thy Loyns 
now like a Man, haſt thou an Arw like 
God? Jobgo. 1, &c, The Mquntains 
quake at him, Nahum 1, This is that God 
that will Judge Whore-mongers and Adul- 
terexgs, Hence Abimelech, thougha King, 
was ſo awed with that, Behold, thou art 
but a dead Man, for the Woman which tho 
haſt taken, for ſhe is a Mans Wife, Gen, 
20. 3. That he forthwith reſtored her, and 
untouched : Abraham he was but a poor 
ſtranger, unable to revenge the wrong, 
but Abimelech knew the dread and terror 
of him who had ſaid, Beho!d, thou art but 
« dead Man, Hence Davidalfo the King,, 
who had committed Adultery with the w_ 
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of Uriab, he, though a King, was ſmit, 
and humbled full low, when he underltood 
the Prophet Nathan's Parable 1a the Lords 
Name, and it got that from him in his Pe- 
nitential Pſalm, Againſt thee, thee onely 
bave 1 ſinned, Pſal.51.4. And hence, 
when Paxl, though but a Priſoner, Diſpu- 
ted before Felix the Governour , about 
Righteouſneſs, and Temperance, and the 
Judgment to come,Fclix trewb'ed. AQt,24.26, 
For why, he was a corrupt Man for Jultice, 
as apppears by his expcCting a Bribe ; and 
an intempcrate man of Body, his Wife 
Driuſiila being another mans Wife, one 
Azz, King of Ex:iſſens, whom he had 
enveigied and drawn away from her for- 
mer Husband; and therefore though he 
were a Governour, and Paul but a Priſo- 
ncr before him,yet this Judgment to come,

And hence, to add one more, Holy La- 
timer preſented to King Henry the Eight, 
whoſe fault with Womcn was well known,

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preſefted to him the new Teſtament with 
this inſcription emboſſed vpon the Cover z 
Fornicatores + Adulteros Fudicabit Dems; 
he knew not how better to deall with a 
great Prince, but greatly, though ſubject 
to his Luſt. Well, if Abimeleches, if Das» 
vides,, if Felixes, it Herodes, if Feneryes 
have been awed with this text, how ſhould. 
this awe and terrify ſuch fily ſneakes as 
the beſt of us are! think thercfore when 
thou goeſt over thine own threſhold about 
ſuch a wickedneſs as this, that thou ſecſt 
there written upon the door poſts within, 
Whormoneers &c, Think when thy foot 1s 
entering into the houſe of the {trange wo- 
man,that thou ſcelt there alſo written upon 
the door-poits without, Whormongers and 
Adulterers, &c, Think when ſhe that 
hunts after the precious life of a man hath 
brought thee into her chamberof folly,think 
that walls, and window, and curtain, and

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4.11, Theſe two ſins moke very ſots; 
make them that are any whit far gone in 
them, inſenſible of the vilencſs of the fins, 
of the fearſulneſs ard undoubtcdneſs of the 
Judgments, of any conſiderations that 
ſhould reclaim them from thoſe fins; They 
conſider not in their Hearts, that I remem- 
ber all their wickedneſs, Hoſ. 7.2, Who 
are thoſe ſots that arc ſo inconfiderate ? 
Why, the Whoriſh and Adulterowu Sots, 
V.4z5- They are all Adulterers, &c, who 
being paſt feeling ( ſays the Apoſtle) have 
given themſe/ves over to Laſciviouſneſs, 
Eph. 4.19. A ſign they are palt fecling, 
when they give themſelves over to Laſci- 
viouſneſs, and giving themſclves over to 
Laſciviouſneſs, a Mmcans to make them- 
\lves more paſt feeling : Ard therefore 
well might Eccleſiaſticus, ſpeaking of an 
Old Adulterer, one that has got a haunt 
and habit in his Adultery, add this Epithet, 
An Old Adulterer that dotetb, Ecclef, 25. 


Secondly, which follows upon the for- 
mer, God gives thcm commonly over to 
final impenitency and periſhing in their ſins 
without ever being reclaimed : That which 
Zephar ſays, Feb20, His Bones are full 
of the ſins of bis Youth, which ſhall lie down 


with himin the Duſt, This ſin of Youth, 
which 
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which in Gods ju't Judgment lies down 
with a Mann the Duit, z, e. which hedics 
in,unrepeatcd of, this in mo{t likelihood is 
the ſin of incontinency, the fin of unclean- 
neſs, which begins in younger and (troq. 
g:r years, and holds ſo long as there is any 
Marrow in their Bones , and- then when 
Marrow and Moiſture is ſpent, and no- 
thing but Rottenneſs in his Bones,his bones 
are tull of the fin of his Youth. Solomen 
alſo is expreſs for this Judgment of final 
Impenitency, None that go tn to her return 
again, neither takg they bold of tbe Paths 
of Life, Prov. 2.19. And thercforc in his 
diſſwaſions from this ſin, he leaves them 
that arc once taken with it as meer perducs 
and lot Men, and Lodging in the Chambers 
E: of Death, and the Gueſts

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Obje, Aye, but are there not divers 


as Rahab the Harlot, the Woman a linner, 
ſc. acommon Whore, Luke 7. The Pro- 
digal Son that waited all his Subſtance a- 
mong Harlots, Zxke 15. The Woman 
taken in Adultery, Fohn 8, Thoſe, ſuch 
were ſome of you, 1 Cor. 6. Auguſtine 
and Ambroſe his, Ego non ſum ego, that 
have Recovered? 


Anſw. It is not denied that ſome of 
theſe the extraordinary Grace of God may 
Recover, as ſome ſome of them that have 
the Plague ( but oh how few) extraor- 
dinarily recover; but for all that, ſome 
ſome extraordinarily recover of the Plague; 
would it not ſcare any wiſe man from en- 
tring into a Peſt-houſe, where he ſhould be 
ſure to take the Plague ? God he ſometimes, 
though it be but ſeldom, works a Miracle 
in Nature, ſo ſometimes too, but it is but

blind and bore out the Eyc of Reaſon, and 
diſable or ſelves from all ſoundneſs of 
practick Judgment; Judgment we may 
have, though debauched, and Drowned 
in all [Intemperance, tor Mechanicks, M1- 
thematicks, Phyſicks, &-c. but ſoundneſs 
of Practical Judgment for Morals, this fin 
quite depraves it; as the foggy ſmoak that 
came out of the bottomleſs Pit obſcured 
and darkned the Sun-and Air ; or as the fog- 
Sy breath ca(t upon the Glaſs Obſcures the 
Face and Image that appeared in it; ſo does 
this foggy fin to the Image of God, and 
the Sun and light of right Reaſon, it quite 
obſcures and darkeus it ; ſo that by this fin 
we diſhonour God much, what as he that 
ſhould take a bright burning light lightned 
by and from the San to ſhine in a dark 
place as the Image of it ſelf in Heaven, 
much what, I ſay, a3 he ſhould diſhonour 
the Sun ( ſuppoſing the Sun to be a Reaſo- 
nable living Creature work'ng upon Coiun- 
ſcl) who ſhould tike that Light and run it 
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up tothehead in afilthy dung-hill or dirty 
puddle,and ſo quench that light kindlcd for 
the nonce from and by the Sun,to be a re- 
preſent and Image of it ſelf on earth; 
Laſtly the 1mage of God as it conſilts in ho- 
lineſs and purity and ſanctiry both of Bo- 
dy and Spirit; we diſhonour this part of 
Gods image in us by this (in, becauſe this 
is the molt defiling contaminating\ſin, cal» 
led therefore ſignanter the fin of Unciean- 
neſs, and they that commit it in our lan- 
guage, Filths; and that moit rightly : 
and ſo oppoſite to purity and {:nftity that 
the prime and ſingular thing mo: fingular- 
ly oppoſite to Sanct hca.ion is immediate- 
ly Fornication 1 Thefſ, 4.3. For t/'* #5 
the will of Godeven your ſaiill:ficiit i, that 
ye ſhould abſtaiy fr om Fornication. And 
keepirg the body pure and ct-4/? is called 
policing ones veſl.}iin Sandlificarion ver, 
4. This is a preat fin (246i God in 
diſhono'iring the image of Gud in us, 
which how irdignely

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Secondly, A great fin againſt ourſelves, 
Philoſophy and glimmering twi-light Rea- 
ſon ſays, that a Man cannot injure or fin 
again{t himſelf; but Divinity, and Noon- 
day Light of Scripture teacheth otherwiſe, 
teacheth that God hath not given us Body 
and Goods, &c. to be uſed and abuſcd as 
we liſt without any fin again(t our ſelves, 
therefore Whoredom and Adultery are 
great ſins, in regard of our B-dy, of our 
Goods, of our good Name ; In regard of 
our Body, ſo the Apoltle teacheth, Every 
ſin that a Man does is without the Body,but 
he that committeth Fornication ſinneth 4- 
gainſt his own Body,1 Cor.6.18, Againlt his 
own body, /c. againſt the Healthof his Bo- 
dy, bringing often many , and grievous, 
and [04:1ſam Diſeaſes upon it, with ihort- 
neſs of days; againit the Honour of his 
Body, diſhonouring thereby that other- 
wiſc molt ſ:yvcet and gracious, and Noblelt 
Creature that cyer was made of Mold, 
diſhonourins it, as if you ſhould tic a 
ſweet and gracions, and ſound excellent 
Body with a ilinkirg, loathſom, Leprous, 
Diſcaſed Body ; no fin ſets that Note of 
diſhonour upon the very body as this ſin of 
Uncleanneſs; the Note and Brand that the 
hot Iron ſets upon the MalefaQtors body is 
not ſo infamous, as the Note and Brand of

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diſhonour that this ſin ſets upon the For- 
nicators body 3 God gave them up to 1- 
cleanneſs, through the Luſts of their own 
Hearts to diſhonour their own Bodies, Ro.1, 
And that every one knew how to poſſeſs his 
Veffefhn Santi: fication and Honour, 1 Thel. 
4. 4 

Again, In regard of our Goods; what 
a waite and dilapidation does this fin often 
make of great Eitates ? He that keeps Com- 
pany with Harlots ſpendeth his Subſtance, 
| Prov. 29, 3. Thus the Prodigal quickly 
' ſpentall his Patrimony among Harlots,and 
the wickeder is the waſte the worlt Crea- 
tures itis beſtowed upon, beſtowed upon 
them that deſerve leſs than the Doggs un- 
der our Table; the Doggs better deſerve 
the Manchet than they the brown-bread- 
cruſt; This mipht have been Sold for much, 
and given to the Poor, Mat.26.8, ſid they 
in the Goſpel, concerning an 1magined 
waſte, and too mvch colt, as they thought, 
beſtowed by that Pious Woman upon our 
Sxviours own body. But that which 13 
—_— upon the common ſtinking Bo- 
dies of Whores and Harlots, how much 


might that be ſold for, and how much bet- 
ter to he piven to the Poor, thoſe prect- 
oy: Bolics that are the very Members of 
Chrilt; they arc, ſays Pltarch, like thoſe 
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Wild Fig-trecs that grow upon high and. 
inacceſſiibie Rocks and Cliffs, whoſe Fruit 
filthy Ravens and V ultures onely feed up- 
on, but cannot be attained to by Man, 
Again, in regard of our good Name, what 
a wrong and injury do we to that ?

tell, and therefore make her a publick Ex- 
ample he would not, as knowing that then 
ſhe werethamed for cver ; andthe Text is 
plain, 4 Wound ard diſhonour ſhall be vet, 
Prov.6. And if any think what great (in 
in this to neglect our own Names, and not 
care how we arc ſpoken of; Theſe,let them 
know, that P.zxl made a Conſcience of it ,.

Providing for boneſt things, not onely in 
the ſight of the Lord, but in the ſuht of 
Men, 2Cor,8. 21. & F. 11. And he 
gave it in Precept to the Philippians, That 
whatſoever things are of good Report, &C..

how great a wrong the vehemency and un- 
appcaſeableneſs of that affeLtion of Jealou- 
fie ſhews; Fealouſie is the Rage of a Man, 
Prov.6. Aye, (o great a wrong this, that 
the Jealous Man who had ſome preſump- 
tions, but no manifeſt proof; God in the 
Old Law afforded him a Miraculous Trial, 
that Trial by the bitter Water, Nam,5.And 
thoughGod afforded not the Jealous woman 
the like Tryal for her ſuſpected Husband, 
yetthe Equity you know is the like, and 
the ſin therefore on the one and the other 
part alike; and this caſe may the rather be 
Obſerved, becauſe we may here ſee what 
an high wrong ( even in the Judgment of 
God himſelf) preſumptions to breed Jca- 
loufie are, though the Party happily indeed 
may be innocent : God would never have 
offered ſuch an Extraordinary Miraculous 
Tryal to free from the Spirit of Jealouſic; 
if it were not a mot vcxing tormenting 
thing, nothing but a ſlow fire in the very 
Bones, and thereſore an high wrong to put 
Matter to this fire to make it burn, to mi- 
nilter Occaſion to this Spirit of Jcalouſie, 
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to make it riſe ; Docs not the Apoitle Paul 
ſay, ſpeaking not oncly of what is done in 
the Married-ttate, but what ſhould be done, 
that he who ts Married cares how to pleaſe 
his Wife, &c. But to m miltcr juit Occaſi- 
on of Jcalouſi:, than which what more diſ. 
pleaſing and diſcontenting thing in the 
Worlc/ is this to care how to plcaſe the 
Wiſe? &c, God, who was a Jealous God 
was Offcnacd, and cou!d not endure that 
thoſe whom he had Eſpouſec to himſelf in 
a Spiritual Wediock fliould come into the 
Harlots Houſe, as the Scripture calls the 
Temple of Ido's. Should not caſt up their 
Eyes, Amorous Eyes to thoſe fair decked 
Harlots. Beauteous Idol: ; ſhould not dan- 
dle upon the knees, as *rwere, and toy, 
and play, and ſport, an1uſe any ſpiritual 
dalliance towards them : this the Jealou- 
ſic of God was offended at, and could not 
cndurc, though they committed no Actual 
ſpiritual Fornication with them in very 
Worſhipping and Adoring them; ſo « pars, 
therc is the like Reaſon with reſpect to Cor- 
poral Fornication, to go into Harlots Hou- 
ſes, &Cc.

Thirdly, This may let us ſee that it was 
Material and main Divinity enough, and 
ſo would go for no leſs among the Papilts, 
but that Fornication is counted for ſo {light 
and venial a ſin among them ; material and 
main Divirity enough, I ſay, which the 
Apotile Paul taught, 1 Cor. 7.2. MNever- 
theleſs;to avoid Fornication, let every Man 
have his own Wife, and let every Woman 
h.cve ber own Hwband, If Fornication 
were counted the fin, which it is, this 
Ghoitly Counſcl of his would not be coun- 
ted ſuch a poor rag of Divinity, but ma- 
tcrial and-main Divinity enough; and it 
may be conſiderable that there is not ſuch 
a particular, punctual paſſage again in all 
the Scripture, where the Holy Gholt is ſo 
particular, and ſo punctual in applying it 
to every Man, and every Woman; and 
to the Hus:-4nd, and to the Wife, & wice 
werſa the Holy Ghoit knew a Natural 
Modelty and aſhamedneſs towards this 
Remedy 
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Remedy of Fornication, even in them, per- 
haps, who ſtand in need of it, and there” 
forc, perhaps, was ſo particular and pun- 
Ctual therein, 

Fourthly, Let it makeus more Circum- 
ſpect and Watchful againit theſe ſins, i: 
they be ſuch great ſins, and ſuch great 
Judgments attending them; and that we 
may watch againlt them, lct us know there 
are ſome things which diſpoſe therennto 
in Gods Judgment, and ſome in the Na- 
ture of the things, againit both whereot 
heed and wat chfulneſs mult be had, as we 
deſire the avoiding the fins themlclves ; zz 
Gods Fudgment. 

Firit, Pride diſpoſcth unto theſe fins,, 
for juſt it is with God, that they who are 
ſo poſleſſed with Pride, that they think all 
Honour too little for them, that would be: 
half gods upon Earth, and not Men, and 
not have their Namcs mentioned without 
Admiration, and half-worſhipping of them, 
juſt that God ſhould let theſe Men fall into 
this fin, that is the moſt diſhonouring fin, 
abaſing and aviling them in the ſight of all, 
and bringing them into open Contempt and 
Diſpgrace; thus Pride was one of the things 
that led Sodom to that diſhonouring fin of 
unnatural Uncleanneſs ; This was tbe Int- 
quity of Sodom, Pride, &c, Ezth, 16.49. 
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Not that theſe were the great ſins of Sodom, 
but the make- ways for that great (in of un- 
natural Uncleanneſs;and more eſpecially in 
Gods juſt Judgment, their Pride; they 
were hauvghty, and committed Abomina- 
tion, And thus for them that have a ſecret 
Spiritual Pride in them to be vainly puffed 
up by Reaſon of Spiritual Excellencies, 

And they that think the 
pI =— Apoltle Paul's Thorn in 
tam ments ſuper. 8þe Fleſh (2 Cor. 12.) 
biam per manife= Was ſome moleltful {tri- 
fteam Carnis Luxu- vings with Temptations 
riam. Au2. EP. of the Fleſh, they agree 
hereunto, for that Thorn in the Fleſh was 
given him, leſt he ſhould be cxtolled above 
meaſure by Reaſon of his ſo many Revela- 
tions; and no preſenter Remedy of being 
fick with Spiritual Pride, than to be hum- 
bled and bufferted with Moleſtations from 
this dithonouring fin, 

Secondly, Profaning Gods Honour by 
Spiritual Fornication diſpoſcth unto Cor- 
poral Fornication; for juſt it is that God 
ſhould let them diſhonour themſelves Cor- 
porally, who diſhonour him Spiritually : 
Thus having related in the 19 and 18of 
Fudges,when things were all out of Order in 
Iſrael ; having related Examples of Spi- 
ritual Fornication or Idolatry, in the 1 gb. 

Chapter 
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Chapter he relates an Example of Abomi-. 
nable Corporal Uncleannefſs with the Le- 
vites Concubine, and aimed to have been 
at himſelf too, v, 22. 1 Kings 14, 23, 24. 
and 2 Kings 23, 7. And bee, wmſe they 
changed the Glory of the Incorruptible God, 
QC, Therefore Cod alſo gave them up unto 
Uncleanneſs, Rom. 1, And that great 
Whore, the Mother of Harlots, Rox:iſl 
Babylon, that commits Fornication, Spi- 
ritual Fornication with every ſtock*and 
itone; what abominable fiſthineſs and un- 
cleanneſs, (Corporal alſo) God hath given 
her over to, the (tink of their publick to= 
lerated Stews, to help his Unholy Holi- 
neſs's Coffers; the tink of their impure 
Cloylters, of their i impure Clergies Czli- 
bate, ( which made the \World long ago 
cry Foh at theſe things ) ſhews, 

Thirdly, Depretſing and Diſparaging 
toy much the Honour of Le and 
Tyrannical raſh impoſing Neceſſity of Gn- 
gle Life upon ſome conditions of Men, 
without conſiderations had of our Saviours 
Equity, He that can recc ive it, lt him 
receiveir, 'Thi:, in Gods jult þ Jn d&ment, 
diſpoſeth unto the lin of 7 es nneſs; for 
juſt it is with God to let thern fall into that 
{in which ſhall diſhonour themſelves, who 
g0 about to diſhonovr his Ordinance ; juſt 
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tolet their own Frailties ſhame and confute 
thetn, who are ſo rigid and inconſiderate of 
others frailties, Thus Hierom, who ſpake 
ſo hardly of Marriage, that he did every 
where at Rome, male audire for it; none, 
even by his own Confeſſion, more tempted 
with Lulit than he, none that fclt more of 
the Apoltle Pan's Uition or Burning, 

hus the itory of Car- 
dinal Cremenſis 1s not un- 
known, Hein a Synod 
at London called the 
Wives of the Pricits 
Concubines, after the 
Popes late begun urging 
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of lingle Life upon them, 
hence aſſerting it to be 
th: higheſt Crime, toriſe 
from the ſide of a Con- 
cubine to make and con- 
fecrate the Body of 
Chriſt; But he himſelf 
the Night after he had 
been Employed in the 


Priets work of Conſecration, was taken 
the committing of Uncleanneſs; the 


thing was Notorioutly Evident, and did 
turn, as good Reaſon it ſhould, to his great 


Diſgrace and pepetual Infamy, 


Thus the 


Notorious Uncleanneſs that the Popiſh 
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conſtrained ſingle Life in Gods juſt Judg- 
ment occalioned; every Paſquil and Pam- 
phlet in our Fore-Fathers days ſpoke of it; 
and the French bave their Proverb, That 
be that would bave a clean Houſe, let bim 
neither have Prieſt n»r Pigeon it it, both 
were ſuch defiling Creatures : aye, unto 
what, not onely Reprobate practice, but 
Reprobate Judgment alſo hath God given 
over the ſevere Czlibate-mongers ? as 
ſome of them to write, that it 15 better to 
have an hundred Whores than one Wife ; 
according to B, Bonner's anſwer, I pray 
God it beno worſe; when a Prielt accuſed 
for having ſecretly a Wife; No, ſaid he, 
ſhe isnot my Wite, ſhe is but my Concu- 


bine: Someothers, (as Fohannes a Caſa 
Archiepiſc. Beneventamws) in an Italian 
Poem to deſc:ibe the Praiſes of Sodom 
ayc ſome (ſays Eraſmus, Prefat.in milit, 
Chriſt.) publickly to 2 :

Iniquity of Sodom was Pride, fulneſs of 
Bread. IWhen 1 had fed thera to the full, 
then they committed Adultery , EzcK. 16, 
49. They were as fed Horſes in the Morn- 
mg, Jer.5.7,8. ind aftcr Rioting and 
Drunkennets, what follows preſent'y but 
Chambering and Wamtonneſs? Rom, 13, 
and eyes iull of Adultcry follows pre: 
ſcntly, 2 Per. 2.13,14 having ſpoken of 
ſome that count it plcaſure to Riot; and 
after looking upon the Wine when it isred, 
follows looking upon itrange Women , 
Prov, 23. Naturally fulneſs of Bread and 
Drink makes the Body rank and proud, 
and prone to Lult, filling it full of ſuperflu. 
ous Spirits and Humours,
